F FT Here at the death of our 
late Sovereign Lord King 
Edward the ſixth, there re- 
mained one Uniform order of Common 
Service, and Prayer, and of the Ad- 
miniſtration of Sacraments, Rites and 
Ceremonies in the Church of Erglrnd, 
which was ſet forth in one Book, In- 
tituled, The Book of Common Prayer, 
and Adminiſtration of Sacraments, 
and other Rites and Ceremonies m the 
Church of England, Authorized by A& 
of Parliament holden in the fifth and 
ſixth years of our ſaid late Sovereign 
Lord King Edward the fixth, Inti- 
ruled, An Ait for the Uniformety of 
Common Prayer, and Adminiſtration 
of' the Sacraments , The which was re- 
ealed and raken away by AR of Par- 
iamenr, in rhe firſt year of the Rcign 
of our late Sovereign Lady Queen M- 
ry, to the great deccay of the due ho- 
nour of God, and diſcomfort to the 
Profeſſors of the truth of Chriſts Re- 
ligion : 
' Be it therefore Enaged by the Au- 
thority of this preſent Parliament, 
That the faid Stature of Repeal, and 
cvery thing therein contained, onely 
concerning the ſaid Book, and the Ser- 
vice, Adminiſtration of Sacraments, 
Rites, and Ceremonies contained or 
appointed in or by rhe ſaid Book, 
ſhall be void and of none effet, from 
and after the Feaſt of the Natlyity of

mon Prayer, And Adminiſtration of Sa- 
craments, and other Rites and Ceremo= 
nies in the Church of England, and en- 
joyned to be uſed by A& of Parlia- 
ment, holden in the ſaid Firſt year of 
the ſaid late Queen, Entituled, Ar 
At for the Uniformity of Common Pray- 
er, and Service in the Church, and Ad- 
miniſtration of the Sacraments, ver 

comfortable ro all good people, deſt- 
rous to live in Chrultian converſation, 
and moſt profitable to the eſtate of this 
Realm, upon the which the Mercy, 
Favour, and Bleſſing of Almighty God, 
is in no wiſe ſo readily and plenrifully 
poured, as by Common Prayers, due 
uſing of the Sacraments, and often 
preaching of the Goſpel, with devorion 
of the hearers: And yer this notwith- 
ſtandivg, a great number of people in 
divers parts of this Realm, tollowing 


their own ſenſuality, and living with 
out knowledge and due fear of God, do

themſelves, and be more able ro ex- 
hort others' by wholfom do&rine, 
and to confute them that were Ad- 
verſaries to the truth ; and further, 
that the people ( by daily hear- 
ing of holy Scripture read in the 
Church ) might continually profit 
more and more in the knowledge of 
God, and be the more intlamed 
with the love of his true Reli- 


te DON. 


But theſe many years paſſed, this 
godly and decent Order of the au- 
cient Fathers hath been ſo altered, 
broken and negle&ed, by planting 
in uncertain Stories, and Legends, 
with multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, 
vain Repetitions, Commemorati- 
ons, and Synodals; that commonly,

when any Book of the Bible was be- 
gun, after three or four Chapters 
were read our, all the reſt were unt- 
read. And in this ſort the Book of 
Iſaiah was begun in Advent, and the 
Book of Geneſrs in Septuageſima; but 
they were onely begun , and never 
read through : After like ſort were 
other Books of holy Scripture ufed, 
And moreover; whereas Saint Pa#l 
would have- ſech language ſpoken 
to the people iff the Church, as they 
might underſtand and have profit 
by hearing the ſame ; The Service 
in this Church of England theſe ma« 
ny years hath been read in Latin to 
the people, which they underftand 
not; ſo that 'they have heard with 
their ears onely , and their heart, 
fpiric and mind have not been edi- 
fied thereby. And furthermore,nots 
withſtanding that the ancient Fa- 
thers have divided the Pſalms into 
ſeven portions, whereof every one 
was called a- Nofurn : Now of Jate 
time, a few of them havebeen daily 

ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. 
Moreover , the number and hard- 
neſs of the Rules called the Pze, and 
the manifold changings of the Ser- 
vice, was the cauſe, that to turn the 
Book only was ſo hard and jnrricate 
a matter, that many times there was. 
more buſineſs to find our what 
ſhould be read, then to read 1t when 
1t was found out. 

Theſe inconveniences therefore 
conſidered, here 1s ſet forth ſuch an 
Order, whereby the ſame ſhall be 
redreſſed. And for a readinefs in this 
matter, here is drawn outa-Kalendar 

B > tor 


for that purpoſe, which is plain and 
eaſje to beunderſtood; wherein (ſo 
much as may be ) the reading of ho- 
ly Scripture 1s ſo ſet forth, that all 
things ſhall be done in order, with- 
out breaking one piece from ano- 
fher. For this cauſe be cur off An- 
thems, Reſponds , Invitatories , 
and ſuch like things-as did break the 
continual courſe of the reading of 
the Scripture. 

Yet,becauſe there 1s no remedy, but 
that of neceſſity. there muſt be ſome 
Rules; therefore certain Rules are 
here ſct forth; which,as they are few 
innumber, ſo they ar: plazn and eaſie 


-to be underſtood. Sy that here you 


have an Order for Prayer , and for 
the reading of the holy Scripture, 
much .agreeable to the mind and 
purpoſe of the oid Fathers , and a 
greap.deal more profitable and com- 
madiaus, then that which of late was 
uſed. ; It 15 more profitable, becauſe 
here are left out many things, where- 
of ſame are untrue, ſome uncertain, 
ſome vain and ſuperſtitious; and no- 
thing 15 ordained to be read, but the 
very pure word of God, the holy 
Scriptures, or that which 1s agreeable 
to the ſame ; and that in ſuch a lan- 
guage and order, as 1s moſt eafic and 
plain for the underſtanding both of

the readers and hearers. It 15s alſo 
more commodious , both for the 
ſhortneſs thereof, and for the plain- 
neſs of the Order, and for that the 
Rules be few and eafie. 

And whereas heretofore there 
hath been great diverſity in ſaying 
and ſinging in Churches within this 
Realm; ſome following Salzisbury 
Uſe, ſame Hereford Uſe, and ſome the 
Uſe of Bangor, ſome of York, ſome 
of Lincoln; now from henceforth 
all the whole Realm ſhall have bur 
one Uſe, 

And foraſmuch as nothing can 
be ſo plainly ſer forth, but doubts 
may ariſe in the uſe and praGtiſe of 
the ſame ; to appeaſe all ſuch diver- 
ſity (ifany ariſe) and for the reſolu- 
tion of all doubts concerning the 
manner how to underſtand, do, and 
execute the things contained 1n this 
Book ; the parties that ſo doubr, or 
diverſly take any thing, ſhall alway 
reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, 
who by his diſcretion ſhall rake or- 
der for the quieting and appeaſing: 
of the ſame; ſo that the ſame order 
be not contrary to any thing con- 
rained in this Book. And if the Bi- 
ſhop of the Dtoceſs be in doubt, then 
he may ſend for the reſolution there- 
of to the Archbiſhop.

fem b 5t be appointed, That all things ſhall be read and ſung in the Church 
, dn t12 Exgli,n tongue, to the end that the Congregation may ve thereby edifr- 
ed, yet #t is not meant, but that wiyxn men ſay Morning and Evening Prayer 
privately, they may ſay the ſume in any Language that they themſelves do under= 
ſtand. And all Priejts and. Deacons are to ſty daily the Morning and Evening 
Prayer, ther privately or openly, not beeng let by ſickneſs, or ſome other urgent

Ani the Curate that miniſtreth in every Pariſh Church or Chappel, being at 
hone, and not being oth:rwiſe reaſonably hindred, ſhall ſay the ſame in the Pariſh 
Church or Chappel where he miniftreth, and ſhall cauſe a Bell to be tollzd there- 
unro a convenient time before be begin, that the people may come to hear Gods

F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed 
in the Church, and have had 


their beginning by the inſtitution of 


man, ſome at the firſt were of godly 
- Intent and purpoſe deviſed, and yer 
at length turned to vanity and ſu- 
perſtition : Some entred into the 
Church by undiſcreer devotion, and 
ſuch a zeal as was without know- 
ledge; and for becauſe they were 
winked at in the beginning, they 
grew daily to more and more abu- 
ſes, whichnot only for their unpro- 
fitableneſs, but alſo becauſe they 
have much blinded the people, and 
obſcured the glory of God, are wor- 
thy to be cut away,and clean rejet- 
ed: Other there be, whichalchough 
they have been deviſed by man, yer 
it 15 thought good to reſerve them 
ſtill, as well for a decent order in the 
Church ( for the which they were 
firſt deviſed) as becauſe they pertain 
ro edification, whereunto all things 
done in the Church (as the Apoſtle 
reacheth) ought to be referred. 
And although the keeping or 
omitting of a Ceremony, in it (clf 
conſidered, 15 but a ſmall thing ; yer 
the wilful and contemptuous tran(- 
greſſion and breaking of a com- 
mon Order and Diſcipline, 15 no 
ſmall offence before God. Let a!l 
things be done among you (faith Saint 
Paul) in aſcemly and due order; The 
appointment of the which Order 
pertaineth not to private men; there- 
fore no man ought to take in hand, 
or preſume rofappoint or alter any 
publick or common Order in Chriſts

: and ſome retained. 


Church, except he be lawfully called 
and authorized thereunto, 

And whereas in this our time, rhe 
minds of men are fo divers, that 
ſome think ir a great matter of con- 
ſcience to depart from a piece of the 
leaſt of their Ceremonies. they be fo 
addicted to their old cuſtoms ; and 
again, on the other ſide, ſome be fo 
new-fangled, that they would inno- 
vate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the - 
old, that nothing can like them, bur 
that 13 new : It was thought expedi- 
ent not ſo much to have reſpect 
how to pleaſe and farisfie either of 
theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God, 
and profir them both, And yer leſt 
any man ſhould be offended, whom 
gocd reaſon might ſarisfe, here be 
certain cauſes rendred, why ſome of 
the accuſtomed Ceremonies be pur 
away, and ſome retained and kept 
Nall. 

Some are put away, becauſe the 
grear exceſs and multitude 'of rhem 
hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter 
days, that the burden of them was 
intolerable ; whereof S. 4g inein 
his time complained, that they were 
grown to ſucha number, that the 
eſtate of Chriſtian people was in 
worſe caſe concerning that matter, 
then were the Tews.. And he coun- 
ſclled, that ſuch yoke and burden 
ſhould be taken away, as time would 
ſerve quietly to do 1t, But whar 
wonld Saint 4ugntine have ſaid. 1f- 
he had ſcen the Ceremorics of lare 
days uſed among us; wherevnto the 
multitude uſed in his tine was nor ro 
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Of Ceremonies. 


be compared? This our exceſſive prove the old onely for their age, 
multirude of Ceremanies was ſo without bewraying of their own 


great”, and many of them ſo dark, 
that they did more confound and 
dirken, then declare and fer forth 
Chriits >enetts unto us. And befides 
this.Chriſts Goſpel 1s not a ceremo- 
nial Law(as much of Moſes Law was ) 
butit is a Religion to ſerve God, 
not in bondage of the figure or ſha- 
dow, but in the freedom of the ſpi- 
rit; being content onely with thoſe 
Ceremomies which do ſerve to a de- 
cent Order, and godly Diſcipline, 
and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up the dull 


mind of man to the remembrance 


ofhis duty to God, by ſome notable 
and ſpecial ſignification, whereby he 
might be edified. Furthermore, the 
molt weighty cauſe of the aboliſh- 
ment of certain Ceremonies was, 
That they were o far abuſed ; part- 
ly by the ſuperſtitious blindneſs of 
the rude and unlearned, and partly 
by the unſatiable avarice of ſuch as 
ſought more their own lucre then 
the glory of God, thar the abuſes 
could not well be taken away, the 
rhing remaining till. 

But nowas concerning thoſe per- 
ſons, which peradventure will be of- 
tended, for that ſome of the old Ce- 
remonies are retained ſtill : If they 
conſider, rhar withour ſome Cere- 
mMonics it is not potfible to keep any 
Order, or .quict Diſcipline in rhe 
Church, rhey ſhall eaiily perceive 
jaſt cauſe ro reform their judg- 
ments. And 1f they think much, 
that any of the ojd do remain, and 
would rather have all deviſcd anew: 
Then ſuch men granting ſome Cere- 
monies convenient to be had, ſurely 
where the old may be well uſed, 
Here they cannot reaſonably vc: 


folly. For m fucha caſe they ought 
rather to have reverence unto them 
for their antiquity, if they will de- 
clare themſelves to be more ſtudious 
of unity and concord, then of inno+ 
vations and new-fangleneſs, which 
(as much as may be with true ſerting 
focth of Chriſts Religion) 1s always 
to be eſchewed. Furthermore, ſuch 
ſhall have no juſt cauſe with the Cee 
remonies reſerved to be offended. 
For as thoſe are taken away which 
were moſt ahuſed, and did burden 
mens conſciences withour any cauſe; 
ſo the other that remain, are retain- 
cd for a Diſcipline and Order,which 
(upon juſt cauſes) may be altered 
and changed, and therefore are not 
to be eſteemed equal with Gods law. 
And moreover, they be neither dark 
nor dumb Ceremonies, bur are fo ſer 
forth, that every man may under- 
ſtand what they do mean, and to 
what uſe they do ſerve. So that 1t 1s 
not like that they in time to' come 
ſhould be abuſed as other have been. 
And in theſe our doings we con- 
demn no other Nations, nor pre- 
ſcribe any thing but to our own peo- 
pleonely: For we think it convent- 
ent, that every Countrey ſhould uſe 
ſuch Ceremonies as they ſhall think 
beſt,to the ſerting forch of Gods ho- 
nourand glory, and to the reducin 

of the people to a moſt perfe& an 

godly living, without errour or ſu- 
perſticion ; and that they ſhould pur 
away other things, which from time 
ro time they perceive to be moſt 
abuſed, as in mens Ordinances 1t 
ofren chanceth diverſly in divers 
Countreys: EY 27 x OP 
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How the Pſ:!ter 3s appointed 
to be read. - 


He Pfalter ſhall be read through 

once every moneth, as it 15 there 
appointed, hoth for Morning and 
Evening: Prayer, bur in February It 
ſhall be read onely to the Twenty 
eighth, or Twenty ninth day of the 
Monerh. 


And whereas 7anuary, March, 
May, July, Auguft, October, and De- 
cember, have One and thirty davs 
apiece; It is ordered, that the ſame 
Pſalms ſhall be read the laſt day of 
the ſaid moneths, which were read 
the day before : So that the Pfalter 
may begin again rhe firſt day of the 
next moneth enſuing. 


And whereas the CXTIX Pſalm 1s 
divided into XXIE Portions, and 
1s over long to be read at one time ; 
It 1s ſo ordered, that at one time ſhall 
not be read above four or five of the 
ſaid Portions, 


And at the end of eyery Pſalm, 
and of every ſuch part of the CXIX 
Pſalm, ſhall be repeated this Hymn, 

Glory be to the Father,and to theSon: 
and to the holy Ghoſts, As it was in the 
beginning, us now, and ever ſhall be : 
world without end, Amen.

Ds Old Teſtament is appoint- 


ed for the firſt Leſſons ar 
Morning and Evening Prayer; ſo as 
the moſt part thereof will be read 
every year once, as i the Kalendar 
1s appointed. 

The New Teſtament isappointed 
for the ſecond Leſſons at Morning 
and Evening Prayer, and ſhall be 
read over orderly cvery year thrice, 
beſides the Epiſtles and Goſpels ; 
except the Apocalyps, out of which 
thereare onely certain proper Lefſ- 
ſons appointed upon divers Feaſts. 

And tro know what Leſſons ſhall 
be read eyery day, look for the da 
of the montth in the Kalendar fol- 
lowing, and there ye ſhall find the 
Chapters that ſhall be read for the 
Leſſons both at Morning and Even- 
ing Prayer; Except onecly the 
Moveable Feaſts, which are not in 
the Ralendar, and the Immoveable, 
where there1s a blank left in the Co- 
lumn of Leſſons; the proper Leſſons 
for all which days are to be found in 
the Table of . proper Leſſons, 

And note, that whenſoever pro- 
per Pſalms or Leſionsare appointed; 
then the Pſalms and Leſſons of or- 
dinary courſe appointed in the Pfal- 
rer and Kalendar ( if they be dit- 
ferent) ſhall be omitted for that 

time. 

Note alfo, That the Colle, Epi- 
ſtle, and Goſpel appointed for the 
Sunday, ſhall ſerve all the week af- 
ter, where it 15 not in this Book 
otherwiſe ordercd,

And he 
ſent them to Bethlehem, and ſaid, 
Go, and fearch diligently for the 
young child, and when ye have 
found him, bring me word again, 
that I may come and worſhip him 
alſo. When they had heard the 
king, they departed ; and lo, the 
ſtar which they ſaw in theeaſt, went 
before them, till 1t came and ſtood 
over where the young child was. 
When they ſaw the ſtar, they re- 
joyced with exceeding great Joy. 
And when they were come into the 
| houſe, they ſaw the young child 
with Marv his mother, and fell down 
and worthipped him : And when 
they had opened their treaſures, 
they preſented unto him gifts, gold, 
and frankincenſe, and myrrhe. And 
being warned of God in a dream, 
that they ſhould nor return to He- 
rod, they departed into their own 
countrey another way.

And Jeſus took 
the loaves, and when he had given 
thanks, he diſtributed to the diſci- 
ples, and the diſciples to them that 
were ſet down , and likewite of the 
fiſhes as much as they would.

And when they had hound 
him, they led him away , and deli- 
vered him to Pontius Pilate the go- 
vernour, Then Judas who had be- 
trayed him , when he ſaw that he 
was condemned, repented himſelf, 
and brought again the rhirry pieces 
of ſilver to the chief prieſts and 
elders, ſaying , I have finned , 1n 
that T have betrayed the innocent 
bloud. And they faid, Whar 1s that 
tous ? ſee thou to that. And he 
caſt down the pieces of filver tn the 
temple, and departed, and wenr 
and hanged himſelf. And the chief 
prieſts rook the filver pieccs, and 
ſaid, Ir 1s not lawful for to put them 
into the treaſury , becauſe 1t 15 the 
price of bloud. And they took 
counſel, and bought with them 
the potters ficld to bury ſtrangers 1n, 
Wherefore that field was called, 
The ficld of bloud unto this day. 
Hos was fulfilled that which was 
poken by Jeremy the prophet, ſay- 
ing, And they took the thirty 
picces of filver , the price of him 
that was valued, whom they of the 
children of Tfracl did value , and 
gave them for the porters field , as 
the Lord appointed me.) And Jeſus 
ſtood before the governour ; atld 
the governour aſked him, ſaying , 
Art thou the king of the Jews ? Jak 
c{us 
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eſus ſaid unto hjim, Thou ſayeſt, 
And when he was accuſed of the 
chief prieſts and elders, he anſwer- 
ed nothing. Then faich Pilate un- 
to him, Heareſt thou not how ma- 
ny things they witneſs againſt thee ? 
And he anſwered him to never a 
word, inſomuch that the gover- 
nour marvelled greatly. Now at 
that feaſt the governour was wont to 
releaſe unto the people a priſoner, 
whom they would. And they had 
then a notable priſoner, called 
Barabbas. Therefore when they 
were gathered together, Pilate ſaid 
ugto them, Whom will ye that I 
releaſe unto you ? Barabbas, or Je- 
ſus, which 1s called Chrift ? For he 
knew that for envy they had deli- 
vered him. When he was ſet down 
on the judgment-ſear, his wife ſent 
unto him, ſaying, Have thou no- 
thing to. do with that juſt man : for 
I have ſuffered many things this 
day in adream becauſe of him. But 
the chief prieſts and elders perſwa- 
ded the multitude thar they ſhould 
ask Barabbas, and deſtroy Jeſus. 
The governour anſwered and ſaid 
unto them, Whether of the twain 
will ye that I releaſe unto you? they 
ſaid, Barabbas. Pilate faith unto 
them, What ſhall TI do then with 
Jeſus, which 1s called Chriſt ? They 
all ſay unto him, Let him be cruci- 
fied, And the pgovernour ſaid, 
Why, what evil hath he done ? 
Burt they cried out the more, ſaying, 
Let him be crucified. When Pt- 
late ſaw that he could prevail no- 
thing, but that rather a tumult was 
made, he took water, and waſhed 
his hands before the multitude, fay- 


ing, Iam innocent of the bloud of OF 
this juſt perſon : fee ye to it, Then 
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aaſwered all the people, and faid, 
His bloud be on us, and on our chil- 
dren. Then releaſed he Barabbas 
unto them: and when he had 
ſcourged Jeſus, he delivered him 
to he crucified. Then the ſouldi- 
ers of the governour took Jeſus 
into the common hall, and gather- 
ed unto him the whole band of 
ſouldiers. And they ſtripped him, 
and put on him a ſcarlet robe,* And 
when they had platted a crown of 
thorns, they pur it upon his head, 
and a reed in his right hand : and 
they bowed the knee before him, 
and mocked him, faying, Hail, 
king of the Jews. And they ſpit 
upon him, and took the recd, 
and ſmote him on the head. And 
after that they had mocked him, 
they took the robe off from him,and 
pur his own raiment on him, and 
led lim away to crucifie him, 
And as they came out, they found 
a man of Cyrene, Simon by 
name: him they compelled to 
hear his croſs. And when they 
were come unto a place called Gol- 
gotha, that 1s to ſay, A place of 
a ſcull, they gave him vineger to 
drink, mingled with gall: and 
when he had taſted thereof, he 
would not drink.

God, come down from the croſs, 
Likewiſe alſo the chief prieſts 
mocking him, with the ſcribes 
andelders, ſaid, He faved others,

we will believe him. He truſted 
in God; let him deliver him now 
if he will have him : for he faid, 
I am the Son of God. The thieves 
alſo which were crucified with 
him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. 
Now from the fixth hour there 
was darkneſs over all the land, 
nnto the ninth hour. And about 


the ninth hour Jeſus cried with 
a loud voice, ſaying, Eli, Eli, la- 
ma ſtbachthani ? that 1s to ſay, My 
God, my God, why haſt thou for- 
ſaken me? Some of them that 
ſtood there, when they heard that, 


faid, This man calleth for Elias. 
And ftrajghtway one of them ran, 
and took a ſpunge and filled it 
with vineger, and put it ona recd, 
and gave him to drink. The reft 
ſaid, Let be, let us ſee whether 
Elias will come to ſave him. Jeſus 
when he had cried again with a loud 
voice, yielded up the ghoſt. And 
behold, the vail of the temple was 
rent in twain from the top to thebor- 
tom, and the earth did quake, and 
the rocks rent, and the graves were 
opened, and many bodtes of ſaints 
which ſlept aroſe, & came out of the 
graves, after his reſurre&1ton, and 
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went into the holy city,and appeat- 
ed unto many.

And I 
will tread down the people 1n mine 
anger, and make them drunk n 
my fury.and I will bring down their 
ſtrength to the earth. I will men- 
tion the loving kindneſſes of the 
Lord, and the praiſes of the Lord, 
according to all that the Lord hath 
beſtowed on us, and the great 
goodne(s towards the houſe of 
Ifracl, 
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Iſrael, which he hath beſtowed on 
them, according to his mercies, and 
according to the inultitude of his 
loving kindneſſes. For he faid, 
Surely they are my people, children 
that will not lie : ſo he was their Sa- 
viour. In all their afliion he was 
affi&ed, and the angel of his pre- 
ſence ſaved them : in his love, and 
in his pity he redeemed them, and 
he bare them, and carried them all 
the days of old. But they rebelled 


; and vexed his holy Spirit, therefore 


he. was turned to be their enemy, 
and he fought againſt them. Then 
he remembred the days of old, Mo- 
ſes and his people, ſaying, Where 
1s he thar brought them up out of

Doubtleſs thou art our Father, 
though Abraham be ignorant of us, 
and Iſrael acknowledge us not : 
Thou, O Lord, art our Father, our 
Redeemer , riy name 1s from ever- 
laſting. O Lord, why haſt thou 
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and hardened our heart from thy 
fear ? Return for thy ſervants ſake, 
the tribes of thine inheritance.

Auary, We are thine, thou never 
bareſt rule over thetn ; they were 
not called by thy Name.

And when 
Herod ſaw Jeſus, he was exceeding 
glad, for he was deftrous to ſee him 
of a long ſeaſon, becauſe he had 
heard many things of him, and he 
hoped to have ſeen ſome mirac!e 
done by him. Then he queition- 
ed with him in many words ; but. 
he anſwered him nothing. An4 
the chief prieſts and ſcribes ſtood 
and vehemently accuſed him. And 
Herod with his men of war fer 
him at nought, and mocked him, 
and arayed him in a. gorgeous 
robe,

robe, and ſent him again to Pilate. 
And the fame day Pilate and He- 
rod were made friends together ; 
for before they were at enmity be- 
zween themſelves. And Pilate 
when he had called together the 
chief prieſts, and the rulers, and 
the people, ſaid unto them, Ye 
have brought this man unto me, 
4s one that perverteth the people, 
and behold, T having examined 
him before you, have found no 
fault in rhis man touching thoſe 
things whereof ye accuſe him : No, 
nor yet Herod : for I ſent you to 
him, and lo, nothing worthy of 
death is done unto him. I will 
therefore chaſtiſe him, and releaſe 
Him. For of neceſſity he muſt re- 
Jeaſe one unto them art the feaſt. 
And they cried our * all at once, 
faying, Away with this man, and 
releaſe unto us Barabbas : ( Who 


for a certain ſedition made in the 
Eity, and for murder was caſt in 


priſon) Pilate therefare willing 
to releaſe Jeſus, ſpake again to 
them. Burt they cried, ſaying, Cru- 
cifie him, crucifie him. And he 
faid unto them the third time, Why, 
what evil hath he done? I have 
found no cauſe of death in him: 
I will therefore chaftiſe him, and let 
him go. And they were inſtant 
with loud voices, requiring that he 
might be crucified : and the voices 
of them, and of the chief prieſts pre- 
vailed. And Pylate gave ſentence 
that it ſhould be as they required. 
And he releaſed unto them, him that 
for ſedition and murder was caſt 1n- 
to priſon, whom they had defired 
bur he delivered Jeſus to their will. 
And as they led him away, they 
laid hold upon one Simon a Cyre-

nean, coming out of the countrey, 
andon him they laid the croſs, that 
he might bear 1t after Jeſus. And 
there followed him a great com- 
pany of people, and of women, 
who alſo bewailed and lamented 
him. But Jeſus turning unto them, 
ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep 
not for me,but weep for your ſelves, 
and for your children. For be- 
hold, the days are coming, in 
which they ſhall ay, Bleſſed are 
the barren, and the wombs that ne- 
ver bare, and the paps which never 
gave fuck, Then ſhall they begin 
ro ſay to the mountains, Fall on us;

and facrifices for ſm thou haſt had 
no pleaſure : Then ſaid I, Lo, I came 
( m the volume of the book it 1s 
written of me )) to do thy will, O 
God. Above, when he ſaid, Sacri- 
fice and offering , and burnt offer- 
ings, and offering for fin thou 
wouldeſt not, neither hadſt plea- 
fure therein, which are offered by 
the law : Then faid he, Lo, I come 
to do thy will, O God. He taketh 
away the firſt, that he may eſtabliſh 
the ſecond. By the which will we 
are ſan&ified, through thi offering 
of the body of Jeſus Chriſt once for 
all. And every prieſt ſtandeth dai- 
ly miniſtring , and offering often- 
times the ſame ſacrifices, which can 
never take away fins. But this man 
after he had offered one ſacrifice for 
fins, for ever ſat down on the right 
hand of God; from henceforth ex- 
pe&ing til} his enemies be made his 
footſtool. For by one offering he 
hath perfe&ed for ever them that 
are ſan&tified : whereof the holy 
Ghoſt alſo is a witneſs to us : For af- 
ter that he had ſaid before, This 1s 


God let us draw near with a true 
heart, 1n full aſſurance of faith, ha- 
ving our hearts ſprinkled from an 


evil conſcience, and our bodies 


waſhed with pure water. Let ns 
hold faſt rhe profeſſion of our faith 
without wavering : (for he 15 faithful 


that promiſed ) And let us con- | 
ſider one another to provoke unto 
love, and to good works ; not forſa- 


king the aſſembling of our ſelves to- 
gether, as the manner of ſome is ; 
but exhorting one another : and 
ſo much the more, as ye ſee the day 
approching. 
The Goſpel. S. John 19. r. 
Pi therefore took Jeſus, and 
ſcourged him. And the ſoul- 
diers platted a crown of thorns, and 
ut 1t on his head, and they pur on 
im a purple robe, and faid, Hail 


king of the Jews : And they ſmote—f 


him with their hands. Pilate there- 
fore went forth again, and faith un- 
ro them, Behold, I bring him forth 
to you, that ye may know that I 
find no fault in him. Then came 
Jeſus forth , wearing the crown of 
thorns, and the purple robe, And 
Pilate faith unto them, Behold the 
man. When the chief prieſts there- 


the covenant that I will make with fore, and officers ſaw him, they cried 


them after thoſe days,faith the Lord, 
T will put my laws jnto their hearts, 
and in their minds will I write them ; 
and their fins and injquities will I 
remember no more. Now where re- 
miffion of theſe 1s, there 15 no more 
offering for ſin. Having therefore, 
brethren, boldneſs to enter into the 
holieft by the bloud of Jeſus, by a 
new and living way, which he hath 
conſecrated for us, through the vall, 


out, ſaying, Crucifie him, crucifie 
him. Pilate faith unto them, Take 
ye him, and crucifie him : for I find 
no fault in him. The Jews anſwered 
him, Wehavea law, and by our law 
he ought to die, becauſe he made 
himſelf the Son of God. When P1- 
late therefore heard that ſaying, he 
was the more afraid; and went 
again into the judgment-hall , and 
faith unto Jeſus, Whence art thou?

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But Jeſus gave him no anſwer. Then 
ſaith Pilate unto him, Speakeſt thou 
not unto me ?: Knoweſt thou nor 
that I have power to crucifie thee, 
and have power to releaſe thee? Je- 
ſus anſwered, Thou couldſt have no 
power at all againſt me , except it 
were given thee from above : there- 
fore he that delivered me unto 
thee , hath the greater ſin, And 
from thenceforth Pilate ſought to 
releaſe him : but the Jews cried out 


faying, If rhou let this man go, thou 


art not Ceſars friend : Whoſoever 
maketh himſelſa king, ſpeaketh a- 
gainſt Ceſar. When Pilate therefore 
heard that ſaying, he broughr Jeſus 
forth, and fat down in the judge- 
ment-ſeat, in a place that 15 called 
the Pavement, bur in the Hebrew, 
Gabbatha, And it was the prepara- 
tion of the paſſover, and abour the 
ſixth hour : and he faith unto the 
| Jews, Behold Your king. Bur they 
cried out, Away with him, away 
with him, crucifie him. Pilate faith 
unto them, Shall I crucifie your 
Y king? The chief prieſts anſwered, 
We have no king but Ceſar. Then 
delivered he him therefore unto 
them to be crucified : and they took 
po and led him away. Arid he 
earing his croſs, went forth into a 
place called the place of a cull, 
which 1s called in the Hebrew, Gol- 
gotha : where they crucified him, 
and two other with him , on either 
de one, and Jeſus inthe midſt. And 
P!late wrote a title,and pur iton the 
roſs.

This 
itle then read many of the Jews: 
or the place where Jeſus was cru-

Greek, and Latine, Then faid the 
chief prieſts of the Jews to Pilate, 
Write not, The king of the Jews; 
but that he ſaid, T am the king of 
the Jews.. Pilate anſwered, Whar 
IT have written, I have written. 
Then the ſouldiers when they had 
crucified Jeſus, took his garments, 
ow made four parts, to every ſoul- 
tera part) and alſo his coat : now 
the coat was without ſeam, woven 
from the top throughout. They 
faid therefore among themſelves, 
Let us not rend it, bur. caſt lots for 
it, whoſe ir ſhall be : that the ſcri- 
pture might be fulfilled, which 
faith, They parted my ratmencg 
among them , and for my vefture 
they did caſt lors. Theſe things 
therefore the ſouldiers did. Now 
there ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus, his 
mother, and his mothers ſiſter, Ma- 
ry the wife of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene. When Jeſus therefore 
ſaw his mother , and the diſciple 
ſtanding by , whom he loved, he 
faith unto his mother, Woman, be- 
hold thy ſon. Then faith he tothe 
diſciple, Behold thy mother. And 
from that hour that diſciple took 
her unto his own ho Afﬀeer this, 
Jeſus knowing thar all things were 
now accomplifhed , that the ſcri- 
Pture mighr be fulfilled , faith, I 
thirſt, Now there was ſet a veſſel 
full of vineger : and they filled a 
ſpunge with vineger, and put it up- 
on hyſſop, and pur it to his mouth, 
When Jeſus therefore had received: 
the vineger, he ſaid, Ir is finiſhed : 
and he bowed his head, and gave up 
the ghoſt. The Jews therefore, be- 
cauſe it was the preparation, thar the

erofs on the ſabbatti-day {or thar 
ſabbath-day was an high day ) be- 
fought Pilate that their legs might 
be broken, and that they might be 
taken away.

And Simeon 
bleſſed them, and faid unto Mary 
his mother, Behold, this child is ſer 
for the fall and riſing again of many 
in I{racl; and for a fign which ſhall 
be fpoken againſt(Yea a ſword ſhall 
pierce through thy own ſoul alſo). 
that the thoughts of many hearts 
may be revealed. And there was 
one Anna a Prophetets, rhe daugh- 
rer of Phanuel, of the tribe of Aſer ; 
ſhe was of a great age, and had 
lived with an huſband ſeven years 
from her virginity. And fhe was 
a widow of about fourſcore an” 
four years;* which departed not 
from the temple, but ſerved God 
with faſtings and prayers night 
and day, And ſhe coming in that 
ſtant, gave thanks likewiſe unto 
the Lord, and ſpake of him to all 
them thar looked for redemption 
in Jeruſalem. And when they had 
performed all things according to 
the law ofthe Lord, they returned 
into Galitee to their own city Na- 
Zareth. And the child grew, and 
waxed ſtrong in ſpirit, filled with 
wiſdom; and the grace of God was 
upon him,
